(2) “Full Cover Builders’ Risk” Insurance Form, 
with accompanying. “Report Fire Insurance” 
dated February 1933; (3) Standard Form 
Arbitration Procedure; and (4) Standard Short 
Form Agreement and General Conditions be- 
tween Contractor and Owner. 

Each these documents was acted upon the 
Board. Some amendments were made and more 
specific information will appear future numbers 
Ocracon. 


Contract—Short Form Agreement and General 
Conditions 


Mr. Parker submitted each Director pro- 
posed Standard Short Form Agreement and Gen- 
eral Conditions between Contractor and Owner, 
for small construction contracts. 

reviewed the demand for short contract 
form this type, which had arisen connection 
with small house construction through activities 
various Governmental agencies. 

said that The Federal Housing Administra- 
tion and the Home Owners Loan Corporation 
would welcome the issuance such document 
the Institute. 


After consideration, action was follows: 


That the Standard Short Form Agree- 
ment and General Conditions between Contractor and 
Owner, for small construction contracts, approved 
principle, and referred back the Committee Con- 
struction Industry Relations for editing, after correspond- 
ence with members the Board, eliciting their sugges- 
tions and comments; and further 

Resolved, That the Standard Short Form Contract 
issued the Secretary soon has been ap- 
proved the Committee Construction Industry Rela- 
tions.

February.) 


Plans and General 
Contractors 


the May, 1935, meeting the Executive 
Committee, the subject charging general con- 
tractors for plans and specifications was considered. 
was then directed that the correspondence re- 
ferred the Board for further consideration. 

this connection, further correspondence from 
the Associated General Contractors America, the 
American Society Civil Engineers, and resolu- 
tion the Construction League the United 
States, all condemning the practice, was submitted 
the Secretary. 

Mr. Parker read his report November 25. 
There was extended discussion. 


Resolved, That the matter charging general con- 
tractors for plans and specifications referred back 
the Committee Construction Industry Relations for 
clarification the light the discussion, for submission 
the individual Directors mail, and for further re- 
port the Board May. 


the discussion the following principles were 
generally accepted, but without vote: 

Each bidder entitled one set plans and 
specifications free. 

wants additional sets, must pay the cost 
without rebate. 

The architect should provide reasonable num- 
ber sets documents necessary for the construc- 
the owner pay for any additional sets needed for 
estimating—this covered the architect’s 
agreement. 

satisfactory agreement signed with 
the owner, the architect liberty assess bid- 
ders for the excess cost documents. 

and architects should jointly act 
get proper procedure accepted public officers. 


Handbook Architectural Practice—Revision 


Mr. Bergstrom, appointed the Board the 
May meeting Chairman special committee 
re-study the Handbook, revise the text, etc., 
reported follows:

By-Law Amendments 


The President said that after the Sixty-seventh 
Convention had requested Mr. Bergstrom act 
for the Executive Committee carrying out the 
resolutions adopted the Convention with respect 
proposed By-law amendments, and submit 
the Board this meeting—on behalf the Execu- 
tive Committee—those amendments which should 
submitted the Sixty-eighth Convention for 
adoption, and those amendments which related 
matters form and editing and not requiring Con- 
vention action. 

Mr. Bergstrom then reported the work which 
had undertaken and submitted complete By- 
laws for The American Institute Architects, 
mimeographed form, and extending from Chapter 
Chapter XVII, inclusive. 

The Board then took the chapters, articles, 
and sections this complete By-laws and con- 
sidered the same, section section.

Committees—Progress Reports 


The Secretary stated that under the established

Memorial Second Division—Location the 
Ellipse 


communication September was read, 
addressed the Institute the following members: 
Messrs. Bessell, Cheney, Stanley-Brown, Bollen- 
bacher, Abel, Foster, Rich, Ellett, and Kebbon. 

They protested against the location Me- 
morial the Second Division the north side 
Constitution Avenue, between Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth Streets, and the area known the Ellipse 
grounds. 

This protest had been referred the Chairman 
the Committee National Capital, Francis 
Sullivan, for such action might deem proper. 

Mr. Sullivan reported verbally. described 
the Ellipse and the location other memorials. 
said that the architects who had protested did 
the ground that the erection any memorial 
the proposed location was calculated destroy the 
harmony the Ellipse and would serve prece- 
dent for the erection other memorials. 

Mr. Sullivan referred his letters the Fine 
Arts Commission, John Russell Pope, and 
General Harbord, and their replies. 

said the Committee National Capital con- 
curred with the Fine Arts Commission the 
opinion that the site proposed for this memorial 
suitable one, and recommended the Board 
that action taken the protest. 


Resolved, That the Board accepts the recommendation 
the Committee National Capital, and takes ac- 


tion the protest against the erection Memorial 
the Second Division the area known the Ellipse 
grounds.

This elusive thing called beauty results 
from good proportions, good shapes—or masses, 
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the architects call them—and good textures and 
pleasing colors. The architect includes these fac- 
tors his problem along with those arrange- 
ment, strength and durability. 

good design will utterly spoiled poor 
materials and workmanship. 

This country full houses which are not only 
bad now, but which were never good. examined, 
will found that they were poorly designed 
that they were constructed low-grade materials 
that the workmanship was poor. 

repeat that quality house will result from 
quality design, providing for comfort and conveni- 
ence with beauty; plus quality materials lastingly 
serving these ends; plus quality construction through 
skillfully installed materials accordance with the 
design. 

The architects America have made remarkable 
strides economical home design and with their 
knowledge planning and materials they can offer 
greater values the homes built today than ever 
before. The thing that needed most for the 
public informed what the architect can 
give them today terms 1936 values. 

The architect primarily the designer but 
essential service realizing the design, selects 
and describes the materials and supervises the con- 
struction for conformance with the design. The 
architect trained render these services profes- 
sionally, impartially and the client’s interest.
